Super-liner, Conceived as War 
Vessel, Floated for First Time 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va.—(AP)—The passenger 
liner United 


States, which was floated in her drydock early today,' was conceived 
and built primarily as a troop transport in the event of war, her op- 
erators disclosed today. 


John M. Franklin, president of 


the United States Lines, in a talk 
prepared for ceremonies christen- 
ing the $70,000,000 super liner, 
said: "We face ... the solemn fact 
that we are in a period of world 
confusion and crisis. Against the 
possibility of such an emergency, 
this mighty ship was conceived, 
planned and constructed, basically 
and primarily, as a naval trans- 
port, for immediate use as a troop 
ship if war must come." 


Secret Feature 


The 51,500-ton United Stales, 


largest and fastest passenger ship 
ever built In this country, has 
many closely guarded secret de- 
fense feature! which make her 
readily convertible into a trans- 
port capable of carrying 14,000 
troops. She Is the third largest 
ship in the world, bowing In size 
only to Britain's Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth. 


When the vessel, now 70 per 


cent complete, enter* trans-Atlan- 
tic service nrxt dimmer, she will 
have accommodation (or 2,000 pas* 


sengers and will carry a crew of 
1,000. Her rated speed'is 30 knots 
but ship experts expect,her to ex- 
ceed that figure considerably. 


Wide Cruising Range 


Franklin, who spoke several 


minutes before Mrs. Tom Connal- 
ly, wife of the Texas senator, wns 
to break a bottle of champagns on 
the new ship's bow, said the Unit, 
ed States will have "a'wider cruis- 
ing range than any other ship of 
comparable size that has yet been 
designed." 


He said she will be capable of 


transporting an entire division of 
troops across the North Atlantic, 
in the tropics, or in the arctic, and 
return home without refueling. 


The 990 foot 
liner was not 


launched from conventional slid- 
ing ways. Because of her great 
size, she was built in a drydock, 
which was flooded early today to 
float the ship off the blocks on 
which her keel was laid 16 months 
ago.

BUENOS AIRES— (AP) —Five 


Argentine army officers arc under 
arrest charged with trying to stir 
a revolt against the government. 
Announcement of the arrests came 
on the heels of press reports that 
a plot was afoot to assassinate 
President Juan D. Peron and his 
wife. The army ministry said last 
night the five officers arrested in 
connection with an investigation 
of military personnel believed in. 
volved in "a plan to create con- 
fusion and disrupt public ordor." 
The probe, it said, "had been dis- 
closed in the newspapers." 


All week pro-government papers 


have been running banner head- 
lines about an alleged plot to top- 
ple the government and slay Pe- 
ron, his wife and other high offi- 
cials. 


The ministry said the five men 


were detained "in order to deter- 
mine the responsibility of military 
personnel" in the reported plot, 
which the semi-official newspaper 
Democracia charged was financed 
by "Wall Street capitalists."

Complete Change 


The fan completely changes the 


room air every minute or two as- 
suring a constant supply of fresh, 
cool air for pleasant, invigorating 
atmosphere.

ing space. Closets, bathrooms, cup- 
boards, etc. may be excluded from 
the figures. The total volume is 
the amount of air that fan must 
move for a complete air change 
each minute, or divide the volume 
by two to get the fan rating for 
a two minute air change. 


A 36-inch attic fan will move 


10.000 cubic feet of fresh air each 
minute as compared to table model 
fans with capacities ranging from 
500 to 100 cubic feet of air cir- 
culated—not exhausted. 


For renters of small homes or 


apartments the window fan pro- 
duces essentially the same bene- 
fits as the attic fan. Either attic 
or window fans, available though 
local 
electrical 
appliance 
and 


building supply dealers, can be 
operated for only pennies a day.

Protective fabric wall- coverings 


have a definite place in the field 
of wall decoration. They provide a 
quick, economical, crackfree meth- 
od for resurfacing old walls. Being 
made of coated cloth, not paper, 
they reinforce plaster walls, there- 
by preventing new cracks. They 
hide and strengthen old ones and 
provide first-class decoration with 
either wallpaper-like pattern ef- 
fects or paint-like solid color treat- 
ments. 


Despite these advantages, many 


a homeowner refuses to attempt 
hanging this wall covering simply 
because he thinks there is some 
difficult trick to it. Actually, if 
the proper procedure is followed, 
it is no harder to hang than ordi- 
nary wallpaper, and practically the 
same tools are used. 
\ 


Remove Wall Taper 


Before applying the wall fabric 


to old plaster surfaces, all wall- 
paper or calcimine should be re- 
moved. Painted surfaces should be 
washed down with a strong soda 
solution followed with .a water- 
vinegar rinse. Where the surface 
still remains glossy, dull it by rub- 
bing with steel wool or sandpaper. 


For new plaster work, the plas- 


ter should be dried completely and 
free from- all active lime burns. 
Sandpaper smooth and apply a 
thin coat of glue size. Over wall 
boards, apply sprackle or Swedish 
putty to all joints and nail holes 
and, when dry, sand smooth, then 
brush on a sizing coat made from 
four parts varnish and one part 
turpentine. 


Examine each roll before actu- 


ally starting to hang the covering, 


checking the .run number and 
matching up the rolls. Cut each 
roll into strips of the required 
length (slightly longer than the 
space they are required to fill) us- 
ing a sharp knife and a straight- 
edge. If using a plain color, re- 
verse every other strip. 


Apply Pante 


Apply wheat paste (mixed as di- 


rected on the package) on the back 
of each strip, brushing thorough- 
ly to form a smooth, evenly-dis- 
tributed coating. Never pile the 
paste on as this may cause air 
pockets to develop later under the 
fabric. 


Then fold the pasted sides to- 


gether and neatly trim the waste 
away, being sure to sharpen the 
knife or trimmer blade frequently. 
Plain patterns need only be trim- 
med about one - half inch on each 
side. 


Hang strips perfectly plumb 


with the walls, matching all pat- 
terns at the seams. Then carefully 
butt the edges together and fit 
them to a pcrfec match. Smooth 
with stiff brush, working it from 
side to side rather than up and 
down. ' 


This tends to keep the moist fab- 


ric from stretching and makes it 
easier to match the pattern. Roll 
seams lightly and then wipe the 
surface with a damp sponge to 
remove finger marks and excess 
paste from the seams. 


Ceiling Finish 


For a ceiling finish, the fabric 


coating is applied in the same 
manner as on the wall, but it is 
advisable to hang it prior to doing 
the wall installation. To prevent 
wrinkling, hold the pasted strip 
over a four-foot wood or cardboard 
support with the left hand, while 
with the right hand place the strip 
in the proper celling position. 


For the most satisfactory joint 


between the walls and ceiling, ex- 
tend the fabric down over all walls 
about one inch, mark and then 
trim for a one-quarter inch over- 
lap. This overlap will of course be 
covered later when finishing the 
wall. Wall fabrics generally re- 
quire a day or two to dry, there- 
fore any error in figuring or, 
matching may be corrected by 
pulling the entire strip of fabric 
from the wall or ceiling and doing 
it over correctly.

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Tons of Junk in Air Adds to 
Discomfort of Modern Living 


What constitutes the air we 


breathe? 


Well, chenucaly, atmospheric air 


is a mechanical mixture of gases 
which, when dry, measures up 
volumetrically about as 
follows: 


Nitrogen—78 per cent, oxygen— 
21 per cent, argon—.94 per cent, 
with a very small percentage of 
neon, krypton, kenon and helium. 
But, to this lust of the natural 
properties of the air we breathe, 
we can also add such other items 
as soot, coal dust, sand and other 
assorted types of "airborne junk." 


Tons of Soot 


Illustrative of how much of this 


foreign material actually pervades 
the air aiound us are the recent 
findings of a research institute. 
This testing agency has concluded 
that about 1,950 tons of soot per 
square mile falls out of the air 
each month on Pittsburgh, ap- 
proximately 1,530 tons per squaic 
mile on Bahtomore, 1,150 tons on 
Chicago, 700 tons on Cleveland. 
600 tons on St. Louis, 500 tons on 
Cincinnati, and 370 tons per month 
per square mile on New York City. 
That's a lot of soot. 


If the air in which we live car- 


ries this much soot, just imagine 
how much dust, pollens and other 
foreign materials it carries. And 
there, is an answer to the oft-ask- 
ed question, "Where does all the 
dust in my house come from?" It's 
in the air. It infiltrates through 
the cracks around windows and 
doors. It's brought in from the 
outside on clothes, shoes and other 
wearing apparel of the folks that 
enter the house. 


Can anything be done to correct 


this situation? Well, naturally, the 
ideal place to start correcting the 
destructive consequences of air- 
borne soot and dust is at its source. 
Whereas some forward 
stndcs 


have been taken in this direction 
by municipalities through smoke 
abatement measures and other 
soot and dust counteracting m«ans, 
it will still require many years be- 
fore we see smokeless and sootlcss 
cities in industrial America. 


Protect Home 


Therefoie, it h> important that 


the homeowner protect his own 
home interiors as well as the 
health of his family by filtering the 
air circulating within his house. 
Air iiltcis aie standard equipment 
in modern winter air conditioning 
systems. Because winter air condi- 
tioning systems control and circu- 
late all the air within the house, 
the home owner can be assured 
that he is screening out the soot 
and dust content fiom this air. 


The air circulating segment of 


the winter air conditioning system 


can be opciated in the .summer 
as well as winter, perfoiming the 
impoitant service of lilteung out 
summer dust and pollens. It also 
provides circulation of air which 
is a comfort on those hot, still days 
when not a leaf is stirring outside.

MacArthur Ouster Shows Japs 


Meaning of Democracy 


Even among those who approved General MacArthur's 


dismissal in April, there was widespread regret that the ac- 
tion removed from Japan the man who had so ably admin- 
istered the occupation there. 
Correspondents on the scene contributed to the general 


concern by voicing fears that the Japanese might react badly 
to the event. Some foresaw a deterioration in the situation 
that could wipe out some of the excellent progress Japan 
had made under MacArthur. 


Actually, no dire results have ensued. That a calamity 


has not occurred does not, however, cast doubt on the judg- 
ment of those who measured MacArthur's administration so 


It is simply a reflection of the endlessly-demonstrated 


fact that in a working democracy like America's, no man is 
indispensable nor need be regarded as such. 


General Ridgway, his talents as a field commander al- 


ready well proved, is now displaying the special abilities re- 
quired for an occupation administrator, as did MacArthur 
before him, and General Clay in Berlin. 


This is not to say he has the same specific qualities, or 


that he sees the job in quite the same light. There are sig- 
nificant differences between his personality and MacArthur's, 
and inevitably their approach is different. 


The important thing is not to make comparisons in an 


effort to determine whose administration is "best." For 
Americans, the exciting fact is that a man of MacArthur's 
stature can be supplanted without damaging the nation's 
prestige or reducing the effectiveness of its policies. 


We can be gratified that in some fields, at least, we ap- 


pear to 'have an ample reservoir of leadership and can thus 
give continuity to our affairs. 


But probably the greatest benefit from Ridgway's excel- 


lent follow-up performance is the lesson it has given to the 
Japanese. There had been in their extreme regard for Mac- 
Arthur something of the same worshipful attitude the Japs 
always had felt for their emperor. 


To a nation being schooled by us in the ways of democ- 


racy, it was therefore valuable instruction to learn that lead- 
ers could be changed without upsetting matters. Rotation of 
leadership is inherent in our concept of democracy. 


General Ridgway deserves our thanks, and the whole 


free world's, for demonstrating the human vitality of a na- 
tion living under liberty.

Painting Outdoor Furniture 
Have you checked your outdoor 


furniture and discovered that it 
needs a coat of paint this year. 
When you paint outdoor furniture, 
remember that special steps are 
necessary when the furniture is 
metal. 


Be sure to remove all loose or 


''-* Wheeling paint before you begin the 
'/ job. Use emery cloth or sandpaper, 
' to remove the loose paint or rust. 


Buy a paint made especially for 


. metal, and be sure to follow the di- 


rections carefully for marred spots. 


••• If any paint is loose, take all the 
' loose. paint off and repaint the 


spots. Then re-do the entire piece 
of furniture. 


Some precautions are necessary 


when you do any painting job: If 


scrape or sandpaper

inted surfaces, do not inhale the 


dust. Do the job in a well-venti- 
lated room or out of doors. 


Keep your skin as free as pos-

House-Passed 
Measure Will 
Be Cut, Word 
Republicans Plan 
To Trim Spending 
In Fedferal Agencies 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Senate 


eaders said today they hope to 
soften the impact of a whopping 
$7,200.000,000 tax boost approved 
yesterday by the house. But they 
were cautious about predicting 
any sizeable cuts. 


The tax bill, largest single reve- 


nue measure ever laid before con- 
gress, would: 


1. Add \2y. vjier cent to the 


Income taxes of .individuals, to 
raise an additional $2,847.000.- 
000 a year. 


2. Place an additional $1,252.- 


000,000 in excise taxes on gaso- 
line, a u t o m o b i l e s , cigarets, 
liquor, beer and other items. 


3. Add $2,853,000,000 a year 


to corporation income and ex- 
cess profits taxes. 


4. Raise "$245,000,000 a year 


through a variety of changes In 
the tax law structure. 
Senator George (D-Ga),. chair- 


man of the senate finance com- 
mittee, said he thought the bill 
may be unduly harsh in its present 
form especially to unmarried in- 
come tax payers who contribute 
to the support of relatives but 
are not permitted to claim de- 
pendency deductions in figuring 
their taxes. 


Predicts Pruning 


Final size of the bill, George 


said, will depend on the extent 
to which congress uses a pruning 
knife on multi-billion dollar ap- 
propriation bills in the next sev- 
eral weeks. 


He said congress "ought to cut 


the spending by at least $6.000,- 
000,000,'' but he was not optimistic 
that any such reduction would be 
made. 


However, George said, "If we 


can do that we can get by with 
a S5,000,000,000 tax increase in- 
stead of the figure proposed in 
the house bill." 


He expressed doubt that the 


senate will agree to make the 
individual income tax increases 
effective "before about Oct. 1," 
a month later than the house pro- 
posed. 


End io End 


Senator Millikin- of Colorado, 


ranking Republican on the com- 
mittee, told a reporter :'You can be 
sure the committee will ransack 
the bill from end to end, and 
that when we get through it will 
be geared to government spend- 
ing and what the economy can 
stand. It may be somewhat less 
than the house totals. 


The cigaret tax would rise from 


seven cents a package to eight 
cents; the tax on automobiles from 
seven per cent of the manufac- 
turer's price to 10 per cent: on 
whisky and other hard liquor from 
$9 a 100-proof gallon to $10.95; 
beer from $8 to 59 a barrel; gaso- 
line from 1% cents a gallon to 
2 cents.

The bill also would subject a

tax, by lowering their exemption 
credits from the existing 85 per 
cent level to 75 per cent of aver- 
age 1946-1949 earnings. 


The government could take up 


to 70 per cent, instead of the 
present 62 per cent, of a com- 
pany's earnings in combined nor- 
mal taxes, sur-taxes and excess 
profits taxes. 


The house proposed that the 


changes in corporation taxes be 
made retroactive to Jan. 1, 1951 


The house bill would exempt 


baby oils, powder and lotions from 
excise levies, repeal the federal tax 
on electrical energy, and cut the 
federal tax on telegrams from 25 
per cent to 20 per cent. 


Tax on Gamblers 


The measure calls for a 10 per- 


cent tax on the "take" of book- 
makers, numbers and lottery op-

gamblers and their agents or run- 
ners. Heavy penalties are provid- 
ed for evasions. 


The bill would lift the effective 


maximum rate of the capital gains 
tax from 25 per cent to 28'/i per 
cent, but home owners would not 
have to pay the tax on any pro- 
fit from the sale of their resi- 
dences if they reinvested Uie pro- 
fit in another home within a year 


The 
"single" 
taxpayer' with 


family' responsibilities, such as a 
widow with dependent children 
would be allowed one-half of the 
income tax benefits available to 
married couples through income 
splitting. 


In a move to plug a revenu* 


leak, the measure would provide 
for withholding at the source of 
20 per cent of all dividend ?.nd 
royalty payments, and some in- 
terest 
payments. The 
amount 


withheld would be applied against 
the payee's Income tax.

House-Passed 
Measure Will 
Be Cut, Word 
Republicans Plan 
To Trim Spending 
In Federal Agencies 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Senate 


leaders said today they hope to 
soften the impact of a whopping 
$7,200,000,000 tax boost approved 
yesterday by the house. But they 
were cautious about predicting 
any sizeable cuts. 


The tax bill, largest single reve- 


nue measure ever laid before con- 
gress, would: 


1. Add 12}£ vpcr cent to the' 


Income taxes of Individuals, to 
raise an additional $2.847.000.- 
000 m year. 


2. Place an additional $1,252,- 


000,000 in excise taxes on gaso- 
line, a u t o m o b i l e s , cigarets, 
liquor, beer and other items. 


3. Add $3,855,000,000 a year 


to corporation Income and ex- 
cess profits taxes. 


4. Raise '$245,000,000 a year 


through a variety of changes in 
the tax law structure. 
Senator George (D-Ga),. chair- 


man of the senate finance com- 
mittee, said he thought the bill 
may be unduly harsh in its present 
form especially to unmarried in- 
come tax payers who contribute 
to the support of relatives but 
are not permitted to claim de- 
pendency deductions in figuring 
their taxes. 


Predicts Pruning 


Final size of the bill, George 


said, will depend on the extent 
to which congress uses a pruning 
knife on multi-billion dollar ap- 
propriation bills in the next sev- 
eral weeks. 


He said congress "ought to cut 


the spending by at least $6,000,- 
000,000," but he was not optimistic 
that any such reduction would be 
made. 


However, George said, "If we 


can do that we can get by with 
a $5,000,000,000 tax increase in- 
stead of the figure proposed in 
the house bill." 


He expressed doubt that the 


senate will agree to make the 
individual income tax increases 
effective "before about Oct. 1," 
a month later than the house pro- 
posed. 


End to End 


Senator Millikin- of Colorado, 


ranking Republican on the com- 
mittee, told a reporter "You can be 
sure the committee will ransack 
the bill from end to end, and 
that when we get through it will 
be geared to government spend- 
ing and what the economy can 
stand. It may be somewhat less 
than the house totals. 


The cigaret tax would rise from 


seven cents a package to eight 
cents; the tax on automobiles from 
seven per cent of the manufac- 
turer's price to 10 per cent; on 
whisky and other hard liquor from 
$9 a 100-proof gallon to $10.95; 
beer from $8 to $9 a barrel; gaso- 
line from l'/4 cents a gallon to 
2 cents. 


Corporation tax boosts would 


work this way: 


On the first $25,000 of income, 


the levy would rise from 25 per 
cent to 30 per cent. On income 
exceeding $25.000. the combined

cent. The effective maximum rate 
of the excess profits tax would 
be lifted from 77 per cent to 82 
per cent. 


More Profits Tax 


The bill also would subject a 


bigger percentage of some firms' 
earnings to the excess 
profits 


tax. by lowering their exemption 
credits from the existing 85 per 
cent level to 75 per cent of aver- 
age 1946-1949 earnings. 


The government could take up 


to 70 per cent, instead of the 
present 62 per cent, of a com- 
pany's earnings in combined nor- 
mal taxes, sur-taxes and excess 
profits taxes. 


The house proposed that the 


changes in corporation taxes be 
made retroactive to Jan. .1. 1951. 


The house bill would exempt 


baby oils, powder and lotions from 
excise levies, repeal the federal tax 
on electrical energy, and cut the 
federal tax on telegrams from 25 
per cent to 20 per cent. 


Tax on Gamblers 


The measure calls for a 10-per 


cent tax on the "take" of book- 
makers, numbers and lottery op- 
erators, and a $50 a year occupa- 
tional 
tax 
from 
professional 


gamblers and their agents or run- 
ners. Heavy penalties are provid 
ed for evasions. 


The bill would lift the effective 


maximum rate of the capital gains 
tax from 25 per cent to 281/-: per 
cent, but home owners would not 
have to pay the tax on any'pro- 
fit from the sale of their' resi- 
dences if they reinvested the pro- 
fit in another home within a year 


The 
"single" 
taxpayer' with 


family ^responsibilities, such as a 
widow with dependent children 
would be allowed one-half of the 
income tax benefits available to 
married couples through income 
splitting. 


In a move to plug a revenue 


leak, the measure would provide 
for withholding at the source of 
20 pt.r cent of all dividend and 
royalty payments, and some in- 
terest 
payments. The amount 


withheld would be applied against 
the payee's income tax.

Beyond the age of 20 there 
is only about one case in every 
100,000 population even during e.^ 
tensive outbreaks.

Rarely Attacked ' 


Adults rarely suffer a severe or 


recognizeable 
attack, 
scientists 


say, because the vast majority of 
people are believed to have had 
polio in a mild form and thus 
gained a practical immunity to it 
without ever being aware of it. 


It's virtually certain that the 


disease is transmitted by "human 
contact." But it is still unknovua 
whether the contact is always a?' 
rect. Flies and other insects have 
been suspected as possible trans- 
mitters of the virus, but no insect 
has been definitely incriminated. 


It is not entirely settled as to 


how the virus enters the body, al- 
though • the 
strongest 
evidence 


points to the mouth and nose. 


No Known Drugs 


No known drug—not even any 


of the so-called "wonder drugs" 1 
penicillin—can directly attack 
virus itself. 


For lack of chemical or other 


weapons to fight the virus direct- 
ly, doctors generally attack what 
they term the "symptoms" rather 
than the disease itself. 


Disciples of the Kenny concept

also have some effect on fighting, 
the vims itself.

Sister Elizabeth Kenny contends 


that the virus can directly attack 
muscles and other parts of tho 
body.
